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When  disaster  first  hit  the  airwaves  on  September  11 ,  students,  faculty  and  staff  at  William  Carey 
College,  Hattiesburg,  MS  went  into  overdrive.  Already,  groups  had  gathered  all  over  the  campus  to  plan  a 
course  of  action  that  would  positively  affect  not  only  the  students,  but  the  general  public  as  well. 
Shortly  after  the  tragedy  Obra  Quave,  director  of  theatre  at  WCC;  Shannon  Robert  associate  professor  of  the- 
atre and  scenic  designer,  and  Tim  Matheny,  instructor  of  theatre,  planned  a  program  to  benefit  the  American 
Red  Cross.  Entitled  "September  11:  In  Rememberance"  with  a  cast  of  students  and  faculty,  the  program  was 
presented  for  the  Hattiesburg  community  in  the  evening,  then  for  the  Carey  community  twice  on  the  following 
morning.  Although  admission  was  free,  a  request  for  donations  netted  nearly  $1000. 

"So  many  people  say  'I  feel  so  helpless.'  We  decided  let's  not  be  helpless.  Let's  do  something,"  said 
Quave.  The  program  offered  people  a  chance  to  do  something. 

The  program  included  a  selection  of  readings  taken  from  the  Holy  Bible,  website  postings  of  lost  friends 
and  relatives  of  the  World  Trade  Center  and  Pentagon  disasters,  national  news  services,  condolence  letters 
from  foreign  dignitaries,  and  personal  sentiments  from  the  cast.  Interpretative  movement  and  music  were  also 
included. 

The  set  was  painted  black  with  the  names  of  over  300  victims  printed  in  white  chalk.  Special  note  was 
made  that  over  5400  names  of  the  missing  were  not  included.  Audience  members  joined  in  the  singing  of " 
God  Bless  America"  and  were  asked  to  leave  the  program  in  silence  to  honor  the  victims  of  the  tragedy. 
Photographs  depicting  the  disaster  sites  and  mourning  scenes  throughout  the  world  lined  the  theatre  lobby.  By 
participating  in  this  program,  threatre  students  and  faculty  were  able  to  put  their  emotions  and  talents  to  use  in 
a  constructive  endeavor  that  helped  themselves  and  others  deal  with  the  shock  and  anger  of  this  American 
tragedy.
